The  formal  opening  uf  iht:  first  republican 
national  assembly  took  place  vesterdnv  :ii 
the  B0.1  Vista  palace.  S.  ( lirktovau.  A 
bare  quorum  ot" the  twti  houses  was  present, 
and  very  little  interest  or  enthusiasm  was 
manifested.  Alter  the  usual  formalities,  the 
President's  message  was  received  and  road. 
The  document  is  considerably  longer  than 
its  monarchical  predecessors,  but  in  char- 
acter  anil  composition  ii  very  much  res- 
embles them,  being  devoted  to  :t  ireneral 
exposition  of  the  work  which  the  executive 
proposes  to  promote  in  congress.  No  state- 
ment of  the  financial  situation,  nor  of  the 
administration  ol  public  affairs,  ■  was  given. 


In  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  oflegis 
lation  for  almost  every  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment, to  give  practical  and  beneficial 
effect  to  the  new  institutions  adopted,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  representatives  who  are 
opening  the  first  national  republican  as 
sembly  this  week  will  not  only  get  to  work 
at  once  but  will  receive  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  every  patriotic  Brazilian  in  giving 
practical  effect  to  their  deliberations.  There 
is  no  time  for  politics  nor  for  personalities; 
there  is  not  even  time  (or  the  work  which 
must  be  done  at  once.  Even  a  partial  list  ol 
the  subjects  for  legislation  fills  one  with 
dismay.  There  is  the  municipal  government 
of  this  city  to  organize,  the  pension  and 
dowery  questions  of  the' late  imperial  family 
to  settle,  the  department  of  justice  in  all 
its  various  ramifications  to  reorganize,  the 
several  questions  of  taxation  to  solve  to- 
gether with  the  equitable  division  of  rev- 
enues with  the  slates,  the  province  of  the 
new  department  of  public  instruction  to 
define,  the  complications  connected  with 
immigration  and  the  public  lands  to 
straighten    out,    the    Missiones    boundary 


ealy  in  consider,  the  coasting  trade  to  ref- 
late, the  currency  and  banking  ads  to 
■form,  and  the  first  annual  budget  of  the 
public  to  enact.  When  one  remembers 
iw  slow  die  progress  ol"  legislation  always 
is  been  in  Brazil,  how  new  and  im- 
acticable  many  of  the  legislators  are  and 
>w  difficult  ami  extensive  the  task  before 
em  really  is,  he  can  not  help  feeling  dis- 
MMeued  at  the  prospect.  The  work  must 
1  done,  however,  and  we  trust  that  no 
ne  will  be  lost  in  getting  some  of  these 
ensure*  under  way  at  once, 


The  Para  "revolution"  of  the  i  ith  ap- 
pears tn  be  nothing  more  than  the  drun- 
ken mutiny  ol  a  lot  of  insubordinate  soldiers, 
The  15th  battalion  has  a  very  bad  char- 
acter and  h,'s  frequently  given  trouble, 
Through  lax  discipline  and  weak  officers,  the 
soldiers  have  been  allowed  to  spend  their 
lime  in  Partt  as  they  pleased,  getting  drunk 
in  low  saloons,  quarreling  with  the  police 
and  even  assaulting  peaceable  citizens.  The 
lecent  minder  of  a  policeman  in  the  pub- 
lic street  was  committed  by  one  of  these 
soldiers.  Through  their  insubordination 
.m  1  turbulent  behavior,  they  have  kept  the 
people  of  Para*  in  alarm  tor  a  lung  time, 
the  government  apparently  doing  nothing 
to  restrain  their  disorderly  conduct.  On 
the  1  ah  they  appear  to  have  resolved  upon 
open  mutiny,  and  would  have  succeeded 
had  it  not  been  for  the  naval  force  and  the 
prompt  action  of  authorities  and  citizens, 
We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  affair 
was  less  serious  than  reported,  for  it  is 
inconceivable  that  a  pitched  battle  could 
have  occurred  without  someone  getting 
killed.  A  few  wounded,  a  handful  of  pris- 
oners picked  up  the  day  after  the  muti- 
neers dispersed,  a  triumphal  procession 
over  a  victory  won  in  capturing  empty 
irtuenchments  a  half  day  after  they  had 
been  abandoned — and  the  whole  story  is 
told,  If  Brazilian  officers  would  be  more 
attentive  to  their  duties  and  less  interested 
in  partizan  politics,  these  shameful  outbreaks 
would  be  less  likely  to  occur.  The  army 
is  recruited  from  the  very  dregs  of  society, 
often  from  the  prisons,  and  it  is  necessary, 
therefore,  that  the  most  rigid  discipline 
should  be  maintained,  II  the  officers  are 
inattentive  and  insubordinate,  they  certainly 
cannot  expect  anything  better  from  their 
men.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  a  serious  mis- 
take to  keep  the  military  force  in  large 
cities,  where  everything  tends  to  relax  dis- 
cipline. The  whole  force  should  be  kept  in 
country  encampments  and  under  strict 
military  discipline.

With  regard  to  the  foregoing,  we  desire 
to  say  that  our  information  was  not  only 
derived  from  current  report  but  from  gen- 
tlemen who  were  nursing  the  sick  man  and 
were  personally  cognizant  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  this  unhappy 
affair.     According  to  their  statement  there 


were  three  witnesses  to  the  manager's 
order  that  the  patient  must  be  removed, 
that  the  said  manager  suggested  taking  him 
to  the  hospital  or  hiring  a  house  near  at 
hand  (which  every  one  knows  was  quite 
impossible),  and  that  he  consulted  his  di- 
rectors by  telephone  and  then  advised  these 
gentlemen  that  the  said  directors  insisted 
on  the  removal.  They  evidently  did  not 
understand  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the 
manager  in  regard  to  hiring  a  house,  re- 
gardless of  cost,  for  they  reported  nothing 
of  this  character  to  us.  In  view  of  this  in- 
formation, which  was  amply  vouched  for 
by  the  standing  of  our  informants,  we  did 
not  hesitate  to  characterize  it  as  "brutal.'1 
Removing  a  yellow  fever  patient  aways 
involves  serious  risk,  and  where  a  hotel 
manager  compels  this  in  order  to  avoid 
pecuniary  loss,  or  guests  compel  it  in  order 
to  avoid  risk  and  discomfort,  there  is  cer- 
tainly no  milder  expression  to  use.  There 
has  been  so  much  inhumanity  shown  in 
t  ds  city  during  the  past  summer  in  the 
treatment  of  yellow  fever  patients,  that  we 
consider  it  a  duty  to  denounce  it  in  every 
possible  manner. — Eds.  News.

Is  there  any  one  in  the  country  who  has  an  exact 
notion  ol  the  pecuniary  liabilities  of  the  treasury 
derived  from  the  contracts  made  by  Gen.  Fran- 
cisco Glyceric,  ex-minister  of  agriculture  of  the 
provisional  government,  for  the  introduction  of 
immigrants  and  settlement  of  native  and  foreign 
laborers  on  public  and  private  lauds  and  for  the 
establishment  of  colonies  and  settlement  of  families? 
The  boldest  (lights  of  the  imagination  iu  stringing 
figures  together  ate  powerless  to  reach  the  reality. 

Some  time  ago  the  Joinat  do  Commetcio  oc- 
cupied itself  in  making  estimates  ol  these  liabilities. 
Mow  lar  from  the  wretched  truth  were  those 
figures  of  our  contemporary,  that  spread  alarm  in 
the  money  markets  of  Europe !  This  we  shall 
demonstrate  by  publishing  official  data,  for  it  is 
not  patriotism  to  conceal  the  facts  in  regard  to  this 
inexcusable  and  unprecedented  squandering  of 
public  money. 

Up  lo  December  14th,  l8SS,  contracts  had  been 
made  for  377,000  immigrants  to  be  brought  into 
Ihe  country  in  the  lime  fixed  in  those  contracts, 
and  between  July  30th  and  October  24th  Mr.  F. 
Glyceric-  contracted  for  8So,ooo,  the  total  amount 
of  ihe  subsidies  to  be  paid  being  ^7,141,268.15.0, 
or  in  our  currency,  at  27>r'  per  1$,  63,477,444^445. 
Uesides  the  contracts  for  the  introduction  of  im- 
migrants and,  for  the  settlement  of  native  and  for- 
eign laborers  contracts  were  made  for  establishing 
colonies  and  settling  families.  These  contracts 
number  255,  of  which  only  16  were  made  under 
the  imperial  government.

REVOLUTION  IN  PAHA'.

On   the   12U1    the   Pais 
telegram  : 

Para',  nth,  12  a.  m., 

[received  at  10  p.  in.] 

•'  A  large  body  of  persons  under  the  direction 
of  the  opposition  leaders  made  an  attack  early  this 
morning  on  the  barracks  of  the  police  corps  in  this 
city. 

The  soldiers  made  no  resistance,  and,  apparently 
from  a  previous  agreement,  nearly  all  joined  the 
con*pirat'>is  and,  nruceedmg  to  one  ol  ihe  suburbs 
ol    ihe    city,    began    lo    ,1,-gaiiizc     a    revolutionary 
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From  all  points  law-abi  ling  citizen.,  fl  .eked  to 
the  palace  and  tu  the  military  headquarter*,  otter- 
ing their  services  to  assist  111    restoring  order. 

The  insurgents,  while  preparing  for  ihe  attack, 
cut  down  ihe  telegraph  poles  and  destroyed  the 
lines.  On  the  b*i-aganc.a  railway  they  tore  up  the 
track  for  a  considerable  distance. 

This  state  of  affairs  did  not  discourage  the  peace- 
ful inhabitants  of  this  city  nor  paralyze  their  ener- 
gies. 

Il  is  fervently  believed  that  the  revolutionary 
plot  will  not  be  successful.  The  state  congress 
met  to-day,  as  had  been  determined,  and,  among 
oilier  acts,  passed  a  resolution  declaring  that  the 
majority  of  the  people  ol  Para  are  opposed  to 
the  disruption  of  the  union  ami  a  vote  of  confi- 
dence in  the  President  of  Ihe  republic,  in  Dr. 
Juslo  Chermont,  minister  of  loreign  affairs,  ami  tn 
the  governor  of  Para,  Capt.  Huel  de  Bacellar." 

The  following  telegrams  were  received  by  the 
government  : 

"  ParA,  Jane  nth. — To  the  minister  of  foreign 
arkirs.—  The  insurgents  look  refuge  in  a  place 
called  Conceicao  in  the  vicinity  of  the  capital.  The 
15th  battalion  of  infantry,  ;\  battery  of  ihe  4LI1 
artillery  and  a  park  of  mitrailleuses  organized  with 
40  national  marines,  a  squadron  of  cavalry  and  a 
detachment  of  firemen  under  the  command  of 
Lieut. -Col.  Savaget,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
gunboat  Guar  any,  defeated  the  insurgents,  after 
a  three-hours'  engagement,  making  some  prisoners 
while  the  rest  of  the  insurgents  fled  to  the  woods. 
We  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  6  wounded.  The 
loss  of  the  insurgents  is  unknown.  At  night  I 
withdrew  the  iroops,  leaving  the  gunboat  Guatany 
the  cruiser  Cafador  and  two  armed  launches  on 
observation  to  prevent  the  descent  of  canoes  with 
reinforcements  for  the  insurgents.  Alt  the  troops 
displayed   the    utmost    gallantry    and    discipline.

By  despatch  No.  lo  of  May  16th  ult.  you  deign 
ed  to  ask  me  to  indicate  to  you  what  is  the  disposi 
tion  which,  in  view  of  the  Decree  No.  1,562  of 
February  14th  of  this  year,  should  rule  lor  tli 
termination  {preseripfiio)  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
shareholders  in  a  joint-stock  company  as  to  the 
sums  which  may  be  wanting  to  complete  Ihe  value 
of  transferred  shares,  in  order  to  establish  a  fixed 
rule  in  this  respect,  because  Art.  7,  $  2  of,  the  Law 
No.  3,150  of  November  4th,  1882,  marked  the 
period  of  five  years  for  such  responsibility,  to 
count  from  the  dale  of  the  transfer,  whereas 
Decree  No.  164  of  January  17th,  1S90,  causes  it 
to  cease  so  soon  as  the  general  meeting  of  til 
sociely  shall  approve  Ihe  annual  accounts. 

In  reply,  it  belongs  to  me  to  declare  to  you,  that 
the  disposition  of  Art.  7,  §  2  of  No.  2  of  the  cited 
decree  of  January  17th,  limiting  the  period  of 
responsibility  (ptesctipgdo)  established  by  the  Law 
of  November  4th,  1882,  should  be  observed;  be- 
cause, if  the  Decree  of  February  14th  last  restored 
by  its  Art.  13,  Ihe  latter  law,  it  also  confirmed  that 
of  1890  in  all  ils  parts  and,  consequently,  in  those 
which  had  been  revoked  by  previous  legislation, 
not  expressly  modified  by  it.

RIVER  PLATE  HEMS. 

— The  customs  receipts  in  Uruguay  are  estimated 
;ii  $10,622,000  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

— The  province  of  San  Juan,  Argentina,  exported 
10,891,000  litres  of  wine  toother  provinces  during 
ihe  year  ending  March  jlst  last. 

—A  BuertOS  Aires  telegram  of  ihe  13th  slates 
1  hat  Congress  had  that  day  voted  a  reduction  in  the 
duties  on  articles  of  prime  necessity. 

—The  Montevideo  Times  of  the  4II1  inst.  says 
lhat  a  telegram  from  Asuncion,  Paraguay,  stales 
that  gold  is  quoted  at  660  in  that  country! 

— The  customs  house  receipts  at  Montevideo  last 
month  amounted  lo  $716,892.55,  a  large  decrease 
III  comparison  with  the  same  month  of  last  year. 

—It  is  said  that  the  Argentine  government  has 
resolved  to  disarm  the  ironclad  Andes  and  the 
gunboats  Uruguay  and  Parand  as  a  measure  of 
economy, 

—Montevideo  telegrams  report  a  very  bad  stale 
of  things  there  and  throughout  Uruguay.  Small- 
pox, typhus  lever  and  diphtheria  are  increasing 
every  where, 

■^"he  Union  Civica  seems  to  have  quite  resolv- 
ed to  nominate  Unburn  to  the  vice-presidency  on 
the  ticket  with  General  Mitre.  This  is  probably 
one  of  the  best  selections  that  could  be  made. 

— The  Argentine  Congress  voted  a  0.0  days 
suspension  of  payments  on  debts  payable  in  gold, 
or  at  current  valuations  of  currency,  on  Saturday 
last.  The  one  idea  in  Argentina  seems  to  be  that 
of  repudiating  their  obligations. 

—The  Uruguayan  budget  project  for  llic  fiscal 
year  1891  -92  estimates  the  revenue  receipts  at 
$15,409,500  and  fixes  the  expenditures  at  $15,240,- 
175.  The  consolidated  debt  of  the  country  is 
stated  to  be  $84,481,104,  on  which  the  interest  and 
service  charges  amount  to  $5,963-320  per  annum—- 
iiver  one-third  the  whole  revenue.  The  total  in- 
terest obligations  of  (he  country,  including  sundry 
debts,  railway  guarantees,  etc.,  are  $8,720,257,  or 
over  one  half  ol  the  revenue. 

— An  incident  occurred  in  the  bay  on  Thursday 
evening  which  requires  explanation.  A  boat's  crew 
from  a  Norwegian  vessel  was  passing  near  the 
Oriental  gunboat  Suaree,  when  the  sentinel  of  the 
latter,  after  calling  out  something  they  did  nol 
understand,  not  knowing  Spanish,  fired  upon  them 
first  with  blank  and  then  with  ball  cartridge,  one 
of  the  crew  having  a  narrow  escape.  As  passage 
in  the  bay  is  free  at  all  hours,  this  seems  very 
strange  procedure. — Montevideo   Times,  June  61I1. 

— Some  ol  tile  roughs  and  "unlicked  cubs"  of 
iiuenos  Aires  celebrated  their  "independence"  day 
(May  251I1)  by  tearing  down  some  British  Hags 
and  trampling  them  under  their  feel,  shouting  al 
Ihe  same  lime  "tiiajo  los  inglesesV  As  lliey  have 
been  living  and  speculating  on  English  money  for 
several  years  past,  lllis  incident  lends  to  show  how 
much  of  honor  and  gratitude  there  is  in  their  make 
up.  The  English  are  .not  hurt  by  the  insult,  while 
Ihe  Argentines  render  themselves  alt  ihe  mufce 
despicable  for  it. 

— The  run  upon  the  private  banks  in  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  isl  seems  to  have  originated  in  a 
general  movement  lo  withdraw  deposits  horn  the 
Provincial  Bank,  the  people  nol  knowing;  that  Ihe 
government  had  extended  the  suspension  of  pay- 
ments in  the  two  state  banks.  An  immense  crowd 
had  collected,  and  when  it  was  known  that  their 
deposils  could  not  be  obtained,  a  general  rush  was 
made  for  the  private  banks.  All  of  these  kept  up 
payment  most  ol  the  day,  but  111  the  end  five  were 
compelled  to  temporarily  suspend—the  Italian, 
New  Italian,  Comercio,  French  and  Spanish,  The 
London  and  River  Plate  Bank  succeeded  in  meet- 
ing every  demand,  and  no  run  was  made  on  the 
English  Hank  of  the  River  Plate. 


Provincial  Notes 


Dr.  Amcrico  15ra/.ilicnsc  was  unanimously 
elected  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  on  the  9th  inst. 

—Councillor  Carlos  AfTonso  is  residing  on  his 
plantation  in  ihe  municipal  district  of  Parahvba 
do  Sal.  7 

—At  a  political  meeting  at  Maceio  on  the  9II1 
there  was  rioting,  and  several  persons  were 
wounded. 

—Two  laborers  at  Sorocaba  were  dangerously 
wounded  on  the  7H1  inst.  while  blasting  stone  at  a 
quarry. 

—A  telegram  from  Goyaz,  dated  the  9th  inst., 
says  that  ihe  constitution  of  that  state  has  been 
clandestinely  promulgated  by  the  deputies. 

—In  the  Pernambuco  legislature  the  stale  con- 
stitution was  adopted  in  the  last  discussion  on  the 
10th  inst.  and  sent  to  the  engrossing  committee. 

—The  Alagoas  constituent  assembly  elected  the 
President's  brother,  Dr.  Pedro  Paulino,  to  the 
governorship  after  all.  The  governor  was  sworn 
in  on  the  121I1. 

—There  are  3,600  immigrants  crowded  in  the 
Rink  building  in  Santos,  and  the  president  of  the 
municipal  council,  for  sanitary  reasons,  has  asked 
for  their  removal. 

—It  has  been  stated,  but  is  contradicted,  that 
Gen.  Aguiar  Lima  before  retiring  from  the  office  ol 
governor  of  Parana  made  large  grants  of  public 
lands  to  his  friends. 

— The  Libertado*  of  Ceara  complains  that  the 
telegrams  it  sent  to  the  press  ol  this  city  in  regard 
lo  the  election  of  the  governor  ol  that  state  were 
intercepted  by  order  of  the  government. 

-The  opposition  deputies  in  Alagoas,  some  of 
whom  remained  at  home  to  escape  danger,  have 
published  a  protest  against  the  intervention  of  the 
general  government  in  the  elections  of  that  state. 
-In  the  Minas  Geraes  legislature  it  was  decided 
by  a  large  majority  on  the  7th  inst.  that  the  form 
used  in  the  prohiulgalion  of  the  constitution  should 
include  the  words  "In  the  name  of  Almighty 
God." 

■The  validity  of  the  eteclion  of  governor  and 
promulgation  of  the  constitution  in  Sergipe  is  con- 
tested on  the  ground  thai  there  was  not  a  quorum 
at  the  legislative  sitting  in  which  these  acts  were 
perlormed. 


—The  municipal  council  ol  Conleiros  has  mein- 
OrfdUied  the  legislature  of  Rio  i|e  Janeiro  in  favor 
of  a  constitutional  provision  for  granting  to  the 
municipal  governments  the  product  of  the  lax  on 
hoii.e-rcnl. 

—In  Santos  the  carlmen  employed  by  ihe  Coin- 
panhia  Snntlsta  ile  Transports*  struck  on  ihe  8th 
insl,,  (temanding  Ihe  dismissal  of  the  foreman, 
This  strike  seriously  Interfered  with  the  shipping 
of  coffee  on  thai  day, 

—The  Rio  Grande  constituent  assembly  was 
formally  opened  on  the  rot  hi  and  on  the  12th  Dr. 

Miguel  Joaquim  de  Almeida  Costa  was  unani- 
mously elected  governor.  The  assembly  will  now 
proceed  to  Ihe  adoption  of  a  constitution. 

—Bernardino  Lnndgvlst,  a  Swedish  journalist, 
who  went  to  Pernnmuuco  in  April  lo  investigate 
the  suitability  o(  thai  stale  for  Swedish  immigration, 
reports  to  Barilo  de  l.uccua  that  he  has  discovered 
there  a  "paradise  for  his  unfortunate  countrymen." 
Me  probably  means  a  way  to  paradise. 

—There  have  recently  been  disturbances  in  Paid, 
and  a  telegram  of  ihe  91I1  stales  that  Major  Kuge- 
uio  de  Mello  was  stabbed  when  returning  home  on 
ihe  evening  of  the  8th.  It  is  supposed  thai  the 
authors  of  ihe  crime  are  cadels  of  the  1 5 III  bat- 
talion,  The  Major's  wound  is  said  lo  be  dangerous. 

— According  to  a  private  letter  from  Sao  Paulo 
Ihsre  is  no  scarcity  of  labor  whatever  in  ihe  district 
about  Taubatc,  the  planters  in  some  cases  being 
obliged  to  send  the  applicants  away.  And  the 
most  interesting  point  is  that  lliese  laborers  are  not 
immigrants,  but  are  caipiras  [poor  whites]  and 
Ireedmen  ! 

—According  to  Santa  Calhnrina  papers  of  the 
«n  and  6th  insl.  a  parly  of  nine  surveyors  of  ihe 
Colonisadora  company  bad  been  attacked  by  In- 
dians on  the  Rio  Itajahy,  near  the  Santa  Theresa 
military  colony,  and  all  but  one  were  killed.  A 
search  parly  found  eight  of  llie  men  dead,  and  near 
them  nine  dead  Indians,  The  survivor  received  an 
arrow  wound  in  the  neck,  or  arm.  The  reports 
are  somewhat  con  Hiding,  and  subsequent  news 
may  modify  these  particulars.
